The first part is a dram- 
atization of some fairy tale, such as 
"Beauty and the Beast," "Sinbad the 
Sailor," etc. 
In fact, the "Arabian 


Nights" have furnished more material 
for this class of work than any other 
book in existence. The extravaganza 
ends with a grand 
transformation 


scene, and then the fun begins. 
The 


lover has been turned into Harlequin 
and presented with a magic wand by 
the fairy queen.. 
His lady love ac- 


companies him in all his antics and 
frustrations of mischief as Columbine. 
Tiie villain is made a trouble-making 
clown, and the girl's father is Panta- 
loon. 
Everything is in dumb show, 


unless the clown can sing a. song, and 
then he does. 


The scenery of the story proper is 


of the most gorgeous description, rep- 
resenting gold and silver palaces, 
crystal 
caves, 
magnificent 
flowers 


turning into living fairies, etc. 
The 


theatres try to outvie each other in 
this direction, and the Londoner will 
go round to each home of the drama 
and make comparisons. 
The first 


nighter selects Drury Lane Theatre, 
and the man who has been there never 
forgets it. The building is packed to 
its 
utmost 
capacity 
with 
human 


freight, like sardines in a box, and 
everyone is good-natured and deter- 
mined on enjoying himself to the top 
of his bent. Few ladies are present. 


Joe Grimaldi was the most famous 


clown that England ever produced, 
and it was his art, both as an actor 
and a singer, that made this clans of 
entertainment popular. 
He was. in 


his zenith about a hundred years ago, 
and during the festive season per- 
formed in two theatres in one night— 
Drury Lane and Sadler's Wells— 
when 'he was little more than a boy. 
Two of his most celebrated songs 
were. "Hot 
Codlina" and "Tipitjr- 


wichet," and they were popular until 
quite recently. The most renowned 
pantomime was "Harlequin Mother 
Goose." It was produced for several 
successive seasons, a success without 
precedent. 


Grimaldi has had many successors 


but no equal. Among the most noted 
were Tom Matthews, Harry Boleno, 
and last, but riot least, Tom Payne. 
He was a prime favorite with his chil- 
dren audiences up to the time of his 
death, which occurred only a few 
years ago. 


Large sums of money were invest- 


ed in the production of a single pan- 
tomime, ranging from thirty to fifty 
thousand dollars. 
Hence its success 


is of the utmost interest to the pro- 
prietor. 
If the public is satisfied, it 


will run right up to Easter, and oc- 
casionally for some time after. This 
is a matter of great importance when 
it is borne in mind that there are 
about thirty new pantomimes pro- 
duced in London alone on the open- 
ing of the Christmas holidays.

" would look prettier and more in keep- 
ing with the other decorations than 
flowers. 
For the place cards buy a package 


of Christmas postal cards., These are 
decorated with various pictures of 
Santa Claus and you can probably get 
enough different designs to go around. 
Address one to each expected guest, 
using your own street and number, 
and about a week before Christmas 
send them through the mail. Be sure 


' 'to send them early enough, as the 


post office is crowded at this time of 
the year and mail is sometimes_ delay- 
ed several days. If there is no inscrip- 
tion on the cards write on them some 
greeting such as, "Happy New Year," 
or "The Season's "Best Wishes," and

The big new $30,000 amalgamator to 


be used by the Licking Mining com- 
pany in developing the gold field south 
of this city, arrived in Newark over 
the Pan Handle on Tuesday, and will 
immediately be set up, as soon as the 
foundation is completed, which will 
probably be inside of two weeks.

will take a week to set up the ma- 
chine and then operations will be at 
once begun. 


?»len are at work

canal around the foundation to keep 
the high waters from, oversowing and 
injuring the delicate and expensive 
machinery. 


The amalgamator is the newest and 


best gold mining machine now used. 
It cost $30,000. and has been paid for, 
S2.000 being held oy the Licking Min- 
ing »ompany until the machine is tc-st- 
ed and corces up to the contract and 
specifications. This money is deposit- 
ed in one of the Newark; banks. 


The amalgamator is used to gather 


the gold and is to be set up at one 
end of a sluice way 5JO feet long.

"Although Nelson did most of the lead- 
ing, Britt displayed the greater abil- 
ity as a hoxer, and his blows were 
cleaner and more forceful, while a 
majority of the shots fired by Nelsoa 
were at close quarters. Nelson was 
sadly deficient in a long arm, and most 
of his attempts to reach his opponent, 
while both men were free, were in- 
effectual. 


What the Principals Say. 


When Britt was seen in the dress- 


Ing room after the fight he had this~ to 
say: "Nelson is a great big slugger, 
with- plenty of ability in that direc- 
tion, but without the knowledge of 
how to use it 
I fought as I did to 


secure the championship and protect 
my friends' money. I am still the 
champion <jt the world, and I mean to 
retain it." •' 


Nelson had this to say: "I had all 


the best of the fight. Britt was break- 
Ing ground and holding me continu- 
ously. Referee Roche made no effort 
to break Britt except to give me the 
'worst of it. I will fight Britt again 
under the.same conditions for $5,000 
a side, but will insist that Siler ref- 
eree. I believe he is the only referee 
who knows when a man has lost or 
won. I scored the only knockdown of 
the fight and had Britt running away " 


At Corbett's 
resort, 
where 
the 


welghing-in process took place, both 
men failed to tilt the scales at 132 
pounds, the stipulated weight. It was 
the opinion of those present when the 
men jumped on the scales that Nelson 
\ras the lighter of the two by at least 
a pound. Betting was very brisk. So 
great, in fact, was the influx of Nel- 
son coin that the odds on Britt were 
forced up a notch. At 1 p. m. the odds 
favored Britt at 10 to 9, and these quo- 
tations prevailed for an hour. 
Still 


the flow of short-end wagers poured 
In, and at 8 o'clock the betting was at 
even money, which was the ruling 
price up to ring time. It was reported 
that Battling Nelson had placed about 
fl.500 to $2,000 on himself at odds 
varying from 10 to 8 to 10 to 9. Britt. 
on the other hand, placed but a mod- 
est sum on his own chances of win- 
ning, being content to strive for the 
purse and glory which the victory j 
would bring.

Guacaua- 
gari received the Spaniards with the 
deepest sympathy, even shedding tears 
over their misfortunes and placing all 
his possessions at their disposal. 
He 


ordered prepared a great feast of na- 
tire roots, cassava bread, maize, fish 
from tbe sea and game from the woods 
and so graciously entertained them 
that for the day they forgot they were 
2,000 miles from home. 


After feeding the castaways with the 


best they bad the willing natives, at 
their king's command, brought gold 
an/Kgavc it to the Spaniards. A week 
lateij 011 New Year's day, Columbus 
gave' a return banquet to tbe Indian 
king, and then, having built a fort 
with the aid of the natives and left 
therein a garrison to hold it against 
his return, he and the greater part of 
his men boarded the Nina and sailed 
away.

story of the money given by the book- 
maker to Miss Patterson during their 
acquaintance. At one time the sum 
was $2,800; at another $2,500, and at 
others $1,500 or $1,800. She did not 
know the total amount and could noti 
state whether it would total $50,000, 
but 'acknowledged that Young was a i 
very generous man and gave

money whenever she asked. Miss Pat- 
tfrson said that Young -was fearful 
Mrs.

Cnder this new system enlisted men 
will be given more thorough instruction 
than ever before, since the course will 
be uniform and not dependent upon the 
whim of each captain of ;i training -ship, 
as was formerly the case. The project- 
ed naval station on the great lakes will 
mark a new era in American naval in- 
stiuetion. Prior to tin- Spanish-Amer- 
ican war Uncle Sam recruited practi- 
cally all of the men for his navy from 
the cities alonpr the seat-oast and in the 
prop".Minn of twenty foreigners lo f>ne 


native torn citizen. With the rapid de- 
velopment of the navy and the famine 
oi seamen the department turned its 
anxious eyes iiiland, and leciuiting offi- 
ceis were soon enrolling in the middle 
west numbers of bright boys who were 
eager to serve on the big new battle- 
ships. These lads proved to be supe- 
rior, both physically and intellectually, 
to most of the recruits obtained on the 
seaboard, and most of them were Amer- 
ican born.

Boy recruits in the Vnlted States 


navy are divided into two general class- 
es, apprentices arid landsmen. The for- 
mer begin their careers before the mast 
between the ages of fourteen and 
sev- 


enteen. They are usually bound over 
to the service of the government during 
minority, their parents or guardians 
signing articles to that effect. 
Many 


landsmen enter the service as minors, 
but not necessarily so. These landsmen 
outnumber the apprentices two to one. 
Until quite recently the schooling given 
to them was very limited: now they get 
about half as much as the apprentices. 
In time it will be arranged so that both 
classes will receive the same instruction^ 


Every hour of the day is crowded 


v.-ith duties for the youngster v.'lio is 
being converted into a seaman. At the 
training 
school the 
bo> 
recruit 
is 


taught, first of all, to care for his per- 
son and for the clothing and bedding 
which are given to him on entering. 
His school hours proper are given up to 
making and furling sails, the minor du- 
ties ot seamanship and drill. The re- 
cruit looks forward impatiently to the 
close of his six months' piobation on 
land and his assignment to a training 
ship. Once on board bhip, the lad is put 


and gunnery. He learns all about the 
parts of a boat, lighthouses, buoys, run- 
ning lights, fog signals, etc., and is 
taught the rules of the road, how to box 
the compass, how to operate anchors 
and all the other items lli.it make up 
the equipment of an able seaman. 
i 


At first t'r.s apprentice is paid S9 a 


month. As he progresses his pay is in- 
creased, lirst to S12 and finally to $21. 
This sum is over and above all his ac- 
tual living expenses, which are attended 
to by the government. If he is at all 
thrifty the apprentice Can accumulate 
during the years of his minority a sum 
of money sufficient to set himself up in 
business". If he is so inclined, he may 
save th» entire sum paid to him by the 


naval paymaster, for all of his -wants 
are supplied, and liberally at that. 
Whatever may have been the custom in 
the olden time, it is now the policy of 
the department to provide rather gen- 
erously for its proteges. Sufficient and 
good clothing is furnished and abun- 
dant and wholesome food. The cook's 
galley on one of these modern floating 
academies is not the forbidding spot of 
the old nautical romances. 
With its 


well scrubbed floor and tables and its 
rows of shining copper and tin utensils, 
it is by no means un unattractive place 
to the young bluejackets, especially in 
the holiday season, when discipline is 
somewhat relaxed and the lads are per- 
mitted to offer their services to the 
cook. If that functionary is an amiable 
person, he meets these overtures in a 
friendly spirit and permits the fun lov- 
ing youngsters to peel the potatoes for 
the Christmas dinner, pare the apples 
for the holiday pies and stone the rai- 
sins for the Yuletide "duff." If the ini- 
tial supply of both of these toothsome 
dainties falls considerably short in con- 
sequence of this pacific invasion of the 
galley, what does it matter? There is 
plenty of everything in the stores, and 
Christmas comes but once a year.

especially If it be spent in port. Al- 
though there are duties to be perform- 
ed, discipline is relaxed sufficiently to 
save them from becoming burdensome.
